Napoleon Bonaparte as a Recruit 

The history of the last century and 
a quarter might have read very dir-

Heredity and Evolution” was a

“I suppose,” he said, “that every- 
one is familiar with the theory of the 
origin of species which Darwin pro- 
mulgated, Through the last 50 years 
theis theme of the natural selection of 
favored races has been developed and 
expounded in writings innumerable. 
Favored races certainly can replace 
others, The argument is sound, but’ 
we are doubtful of its value; for in 
that debate stands adjourned.” 

The president thus-offered no the- 
ory of any kind to replace the Dar- 
Winian explanation, but while de- 
Stroying it he paid a high tribute 
to its propounder.

Seed to Farmers 


By instritctions of the Hon. 
Minister of Agriculturea distri- 
bution of superior sorts of grain 
and potatoes will be Made dur- 
ing the coming winter and spring 
o Canadian farmers. The sample 

' for general distribution will con- 
sist of spring wheat (about § lbs.) 
white oats (about 4lbs.), barley 
(about §Ibs.), and field peas 
(about 5 Ibs.), These will be sent 
out from Ottawa. A distribution 
of potatoes (in 3 1b. samples) will 
be catried on from several of the 
experimental farms, the Central 
Farm at Ottawa supplying only 
the provinces of Ontario and Que. 
bec. All samples will be sent free 
by mail. 

As the supply of seed is limited 
farmers are advised to apply ear- 
ly; but the applications will not 
necessarily be filled in the exact 
order in which they are received. 
Preference will always be given 
t» the most thoughtful and ex? 
plicit requests. Application re- 
ceived after the end of January 
will probably be too late.
